WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—A banquet was 


given at Wormley'd to-night in conimem- 
oiation of the 63d birthday of William 
Tecumseh Sherman, general of the army 
The guesta were Chief Justice Waite. 
Gen. P. H. SLeridan,' Speaker J. Warren 
Keifer, Senator Jos. It. Hawley, Marshal 
Clayton AicMichael.Mr.Slillson Hutch ins. 
Senator John Sherin m, Senator John A. 
Logan, Senator Wm. B. Allison, Henry 
Watiersoni Justice Stanley Matthews and 
Justice Miller. Ia .reply to a toast to his 
health, Gen. Sherman made a speech of 
some lengh from written notes. 
Gen- 


Sherman began by saying: "According 
to our family Bible I was born on the 8iu 
day ot February, 1820, consequently I am 
in my 64t1i year of lite, aud if I s>uivive 
anmhei year «ill pass from the active 
comiimnd of the ai uiy of the United States 
to a life of comparative e^se and letire- 
uieut. The law tor the compulsory re- 
tirement of all nrmyofficei sat the age of 
64 via-, m my judgment, wis-eand proper. 
I did not asti ioi «.r wish an exception in 
my own case, and I declare that 1 ihen as 
now i>pprovtd the measure and asked my 
fiienda uot to interpose any objections by 
reason «>f its eflecis • n me. I think I am 
duly gratified Uial I have passed luiough 
63 yeats ot varied lite with my mind aud 
body sound enough topiomise reasonabl' 
happiness for the remainder; and I am 
ttunkful to congress that suitable and 
hlieial provision has been maoe for me 
and those dependent upon me to enable 
us to live out pur appointed days in com- 
parative ease." Referring to the laie 
civil war Gen. Sheimm said: -I need 
not speak to you of the civil war. Its 
history is written, and all who now hear 
ni" lemember its details. I will ve. mi-e 
to say, however, in ibis connection, lhai 
fiiend and foe alike now shaie its giories 
and tiuits.

Burns has a go d ranch, and others in the 
Yellowstone valley* have good ranches, 
but the topography of tbe country is 
such that but few good farming tracts can 
be found. It is a stock region, and while 
a few, of course, will do well farming, the 
region can never be-densely populated 
It would be ruinous to the, stock interests, 
an industry 'vhtch in itaelt will make the 
Yellowstone valley famous all over the 
world. The fallowing is Mr. Burns' letter: 


BUBNH' RANCH, January 28,1883. 


EDITOR 'Ii IBUHE: I noticed an article 


In, the daily TRIBUNE or January 21st, 
signed G. E. 8., ihe writer dates his com - 
municatiou Gleadive, and claims to be a 
resident, li ring near 
Mr. Newlan's. 
Please allow me through the columns of 
ths daily TB BONK to make somecorrec- 
t <»U9, and sli ow things up in their true 
lijlht, as the urticle referred to is evidently 
intended to work great injustice to the 
Ytllowstrne valley, especially the lower 
part, which Sa acknowledged to be tbe 
most promising part by all who have 
traversed it. In the first place the writer 
ot" January lOtb owned no claim near Mr. 
Newlan's, aid in tbe second place his 
initials are not G. E. 8. lie is a buffalo 
hunter, and :i good one 
How cruel of 


him to kill o Of our bufUlo and then skip 
and leave us in- poverty and want, de,- 
pebding on e. ch other for support. He 
says that it is impossible to raise anything 
from Terry tp the mouth of the Yellow- 
stone. Tbis seems too much like child's 
talk to attempt to correct, bnt tor tbe bene- 
fit i>f those w ao have never seen the valley 
I yrould remark that such a statement is 
wboly untrue, as I have raised vegetrbles 
and grain successfully, and never irrigated 
anything, and others do-the same thing. 


The years 1878 and 1883, were the dry- 


est and worst seasons since the settlement 
of the valley. In 1878 there were no crops 
raised—only i a few 
small gardens. I 


raised good potatoes without irrigation. 
In speaking of Mr Obergfeldt losing his 
crop; he had a small piece of oats on 
spring breaking, and it being unusually 
dry tuey failed. It is understood by all 
who farm that it takes an extraordinary 
amount of ruin to secure a crop on spriLg 
breaking. JNow as regards grass-hoppers; 
this point is not worth speaking of, as al) 
know of their] work in Dakota, Minnesota 
and Iowa. None of us know when they 
may come. If the country had been 
thickly settled and farmed, bnt a trifling 
loss would have been sustained last sum- 
mer. 


1 have lived here constantly since 1876. 


and they were the first I ever saw in the 
valley. I have been on tbe frontier of 
Minnesota, Dakota and Montana seven - 
teen years, a^id have noticed the settle- 
ment of the country, and the building of 
railroad towns ana cities. I have also 
noticed the increase of rainfall as civiliz- 
ation advances.

"PM AM A»».»-I. P. Baker. 


1 The River Press, of Beaton, Montana, 
tlie head of navigation on the Missouri, 
recentljy published a "boom" edition for 
circulation in the east, and among others 
who contributed articles was I. P. Baker, 
well-known in Bismarck as the agent 
last year for the Power line of steamers. 
The article purports to be a review of the 
transportation business and the advanta 
ges ot the river route, the kind of country 
through which it passes, etc. The editor 
of the River Press is doubtless of the 
opinion that the article treats of the sub- 
ject fairly and honestly, but in this the ed- 
itor's confidence has been abused. 
Mr. 


Baker speaks of the river business be- 
tween Mandan and Benton in every in- 
stance. 
Nowhere in the article is Bis- 


marck given the credit of being the 
shippjng point for nearly every pound of 
freight which is taken up stream. 
Mr. 


Baker says that "during the season of 1882 
over 30,000,000 pounds of freight was tak- 
en from Mandan to points above," when 
the fact is not one pound of this freight 
was, shipped from Mandan. A steamboat 
has never landed at Mandan, except two 
years ago, during the flood, when the 
whole towa was under water. 
Mandan 


has no steamboat landing, and when Mr. 
Baker represents that Mandan ever did 
any steamboat business, he states what he 
knows to be false, and it seems strange 
that a man occupying the position held 
by Mr. Baker would be so foolish as to 
place himself in such a light before his 
friends and the world generally.

Bismarck has plenty of rain and Fargo 
top much, or at least more than is needed 
for agricultu al purposes. 
Now, Mr. 


Editor, let me ask you what kind of Ini/n 
are seeking homes m this gl .nous north- 
west. You will answer all kinds. Oue 
class are farmers, who, a few years ' ago 
secured a small tract of land in southern 
M inaesoU or Iowa, the then famous wheat 
countries of tbe world. They could pro- 
duce from twenty to forty bushels per 
acre and market at a fair price, theiebv 
receiving a liberal reward lor iheir labor*. 
They expended their gains in building 
houses for tuem<eives and stock (it bliiug 
necessary to house both) fences, «reakW, 
etc. To-day they find themselves able to 
produce only from six to fifteen bushels 
pet acre which will not pay the expenses 
of farm ng. Their taxes and two per 
cent on the money invested, consequently 
they are seeking homes further west. It 
can be plainly been that they live in a 
wheat country hemmed in on all sides by 
men of the same prolesston, consequently 
no nnge for stock, no meadow land, <Soly 
to produce hay for teams to work their 
farm, and perhaps for three or four cows. 
Land is high simply because of the money 
invested in improvements. 11 they Lad 
the money the improvements cosi jou 
could buy the land at government piloe, 
or perhaps less. It no longer paysj tor 
wheat and it is no stock country. 


Now, I acknowledge all you have feaid 


in praise of Dakota as a wheat producing 
country, but you locate this man th6re 
and in a lew years you have him in pre- 
cisely the same fix he is in now Irving lo 
get out of, while on the other hand you 
•end htm to tbe Yellowstone valley, where 
there are thousands of acres of just as n ce 
land as the sun ever shone upon for farm- 
ing, and plenty of water. If they doj't 
find a spring at the chosen building spot 
they can dig tor water just as they do in 
Dakota. Allowing tLerd is a shortage of 
tainfall at present, we can produce fair to 
medium crops without irrigation, a»d 
with an increase of rainfall which we have 
the assurance of, we tean produce moiU 
and then the best of all ia there is at leist 
one-third of the countfy that never will 
be used for anything -but pasture which 
furnishes the best qauluy of grasses for 
grazing, and also plenty of ash and cedar 
wood, and still more,- coal in unlimited 
quantities. It is scarcely ten miles from 
one bed to another. Those hills called 
the Bad Lands are scattered over the 
country so that there will be more or less 
in each township. Consequently the poor 
man will have free pasturage summer and 
-winter with all ttie shelter that isrequued 
and his stock will come out better beef iu 
spring than those stabled and fed on hav 
ia Dakota.

important one on the upper Missouri 
river. 
Prom, eighteen to twenty-two 


steamboats make their headquarters du- 
nng the season of navigation—fiom May 
to November-^each year. At Bismarck 
is located the railroad company's river 
warehouses. Bismarck is a port of entry 
and all employes of steamboats make their 
trip from this point and are paid off in 
this city. It would be just as sensible to 
speak ol tbe tran^po tation business on 
the Mississippi from Minneapolis to St. 
Louis as to allude to the river business 
between Mandan and Benton. 


Mandan is not on the Missouri river, 


although located uncomfortably near as 
tbe experiences of the flood two years 
ago demonstrated. It is not, .therefore, 
nor can it ever expect to be a river point. 
Natuie forbids. The city is located on 
"bottom'1 land, subject to overflow, and 
the nearest point that a steamboat can 
ever touch is five miles distant. 


Wbtn the North Pacific railroad com- 


pany built its high bridge over the Mis- 
souri river at Bismarck, it expended a 
million and a half of dollars. Probably 
half of this sum was spent in confining 
the channel ff the river to a width o*f 
1,200 fee|t. By doing this a permanent 
channel has been made on the Bismarck, 
or bluff side1. Hundreds of carloads of 
rock were us^d for. riprapping the bank 
for a long distance on the Bismarck side 
so jjiat the river could not cut into the 
bank. Thus has been niadt at Bismarck 
a permanent steamboat landing. 


In spite of all these facts Mr. Baker has 


seen fit fo misrepresent the business. Hu 
does not reflect the sentiment of T. C. 
Power, tor Mr1. Power is as much surprised 
at the matter as'any one else. Mr. Baker 
possibly may have some grievance. He 
may have written the article in question 
with a view of '-getting even" wiih some- 
one in Bismarck. That be has failed is 
too evident for comment. By his own 
pen he has said to tue world. "1 am an 
ass."

"Have the hours most fatal to lite ever been 


ascertained?" 


"Yes, to a certain extent I have the data 


here of some very interesting conclusions as- 
certained in 2,880 instances of death at all 


. ages. The examples are taken from all con- 


ditions of life and during a period of several 
years. If the deaths of the 2,880 had occurred 
indifferently at any hour during the twenty- 
foot hours, 120 would have occurred at each 
hour. But this was by no means the case. 
There are two hours in which the proportion 
was remarkably below this—two minima, in 
fact, namely, from midnight Jo 1 o'closk, 
when the deaths were eighty-three per cent 
below tjie average.and from noon to 1 o'clock, 
when they were twenty and three-quarters 
per cent below. From 3 to 6 o'clock a. m. 
inclusive, and from 3 to 7 p. m. there is a grad- 
ual increase in the former of twenty-threa and 
a half per cent above the average, in the latter 
of five and a half per cent The maximum of 
death is from 5 to S a. m., when it is forty per 
cent above the average; the next, dnring~tbe 
hour before midnight, when it is twenty-five 
percent in excess; a third hour of excess is 
that from 9 to 10 o'clock in the morning, being 
seventeen and one-half pep cent, above. From 
10 a. m. to 3 p. m. the deaths are less numer- 
ous, being sixteen and one-half per cent below, 
the average, the hour before noon being the 
most fatal From 3 o'clock p. m. to 7 p. m the 
deaths rise five and one-half per cent above 
the average, and the fall from that hour to 11 
p. m. average six and one-half per cent below 
the mean. During the hours from 9 to 11 
o'clock in the evening there is a minimum of 
six and one-half per cent below tha average 
Thus the least mortality is during the midday 
hours, namely, from 10 to 3 o'clock, the great, 
eat during early morning hoars, from 3 to IS 
o'clock.

" Mr. B. F. Gage, now a resident of Bis- 
marck, is an olld-iime whaler. In conver- 
sation with a TRIBUNE reporter Monday 
he gave some'interest ing facts relative to 
the territory of Alaska, a country which 
is supposed by many to be a land of per - 
petual snow and icebergs. In 1849 Mr. 
Gage left tfew Bedford, Mass., in a whal- 
ing vessel, boi'iud for Alaska and the north 
Pacific ocean. He was gone a little over 
a year on the trip and went as far as 
Behnng's strait, whieh is a shallow neck 
of water separating^ the possessions of the 
United States from Asia. 
Aloag the 


coast ol Alaska are numerous islands, 
and regardingjthe climate Mr. Gage says 
it is delightful, a poition of the time on 
the coast, but farther into the interior he 
learned the cli mate was very frigid. The 
idea of Alaska being eathely frozen up 
a greater portibn of the time is, Mr. Gage 
says, an enoneous one. Tl>e equatorial 
winds that give California such a delight- 
ul climate, also exert their influence up- 
on the coast of Alaska. There are occa- 
sional snow storms, but the snow remains 
on the ground |but a short lime. He has 
seen roses in bloom in January in that 
country. As early as his visit, 1849, thei e 
were a few «vh ite severs, whose princi- 
pal occupation was trapping and hunting 
located in the territory. They latsed all 
kinds of vegetables and he saw some as 
fine apples as he ever ate. grown in that 
region. There1 are also immense groves 
of pine, oak, re!d cedar and all kinds of 
hardwood timber, among them a very su- 
perier quality of black walnut. 


Mr. Gage is sbiisfied that the climate is 


healthy and h 3 is surprised that more 
has not been S£,id and written about that 
region. He saw people there who had 
been to the gol I regions and who wore as 
specimens ehuoksof gold ma crude stae. 
Mr. Gage says lhat he expects to re-visit 
Alaska in a year or two. He says it is 
lust as good a blace to live in as any he 
ever saw. The'coabt abound^ with fine 
beds of oysters 'and the fisheries are unex- 
celled. The village of Sitka was in 1849, 
as now, the principal place, but the in- 
habitants were [mostly Indians. 


On his return home Mr. Gage says his 


vessel struck at'San Francisco and that at 
that time the g!old" excitemmt had just 
bioken out. Hie was told that gold had 
been discovered but did not believe it 
until after his boat had met scores of ves- 
sels from New York and other Atlantic 
cities bound forj San Francisco and loaded 
down with people, all of one cry, '-Going 
to California to dig gold."

T~a newsboys are a peculiar class wherever 


they are met The scene when the paper 
cornea oft the presses a little late, and the boya 
are kept waiting, ia almost beyond description. 
They block up the doorway, and when the 
doors are open men in in a mob, struggling, 
shouting and cursing. The -weakest art 
shoved to the w*U, or fall down and are run 
over, sometimes being considerably braised. 
Their straggles and noise make a Pandemon- 
ium, frightening the women and setting the 
dogs to howling. When reduced to order, ii 
the thing is possible, a long line of them may 
be seen stretching across the room and for 
half a block down the street Many are ac- 
companied 
by dogs, curs and fleas of 
all degrees of ugliness. It is a notice- 
able fact that the colored boys take to black 
dogs, and the darker the boy the blacker and 
more disagreeable the cur. Sharing the hard 
life of their little masters, these dogs are onl 
semi-civilized, and when a crowd is collects 
the growling and snarling is general and 
funny. Bnt look out if some dog more savage 
than the other chooses to make a practical 
demonstration of his dislike of another dog. 
The fight becomes general Shaggv cur and 
smooth-furred terrier or bull-dog white, black- 
ana-tan, all are mixed up in a snarling, velp- 
mg, howling mass. Women scream and 'men 
swear, while clubs descend upon the angry 
canines until ihe whole pack is driven out of 
doom. 


These boys make fair wages— some of them 
as much as a good mechanic ckn get Some- 
tunes a boy's earning from the sale of The 
Enquirer alone amounts to 93 a day. There 
is a crippled boy whose place is on Central 
avenue, not far from Sixth, who, without stir- 
ring from his place, sells to compassionate 
passers-by at least ninety copies a day. Many 
of the boys a-% improvident, a natural result 
of theii way of life, bnt some of them sup- 
port f.umlies or save their earnings until 
they possess sufficient capital to go into busi- 
ness, and it sometimes happens that a suc- 
cessful business career is founded by one of 
these same newsboys. The active competi- 
tion sharpens the wits. Yet it is not a lawless 
competition. Each boy has his beat, and a 
strange boy is driven off or else invited up an 
alley where, if he succeeds in whipping the 
bnliy of that district, he -establishes his right 
to sell papers there, and is rece ved into the 
fraternity. One notices, if he is observant, 
that the same boys are to be form i at anyone 
corner from day to dav, and that iLere is very 
little dispute among them as to t:.. selling of 
pipers. Eaoh one seems to have his turn, and 
rarery does one try to take a customer from 
another 
They have their unwritten laws, 


which no one transgresses without a rebuke he 
ia likely to remember. 


Aerial Traveling;. 


Demorest's Monthly. 


A couple of years since Edmund C. Stedman, 


the poet, published an interesting monogram 
on aerial navigation. He pointed out that what 
was needed to solve that problem was some 
dense substance that would hold gas, and a 
motor that would overcome the resistance of 
the atmosphere. Since this publication, Faure'a 
discovery of how electricity can be stored and 
its power accumulated, has been made. This 
supplies the motor which is yet destined to 
move the aerial machine. While the substance 
which is to contain the gaa has probably been 
found in aluminum, this meTal ia the most 
abundant of any on the globe, b"t so far the 
rarest, because of the difficulty of extracting 
it from the clay soils in which it is every- 
where found. Bnt now comes the news 
from England of extracting aluminum from 
clay at a very slight cost Atone time alum- 
inum was eighty dollars an ounce, then it was 
reduced to one dollar an ounce, bnt by the 
recent discovery it can be produced for ten 
and twelve cents an ounce. The great value 
of aluminum is its very great lightness, auc 
the fact that it will not rnst or corrode. Iron 
is costly eventually, besanse of its liability to 
oxidize, and the time will come when altim- 
innm and its alloys will take the place of iron 
in the construction of bridges, tubing, and 
perhaps of railways. It can he immediately 
used to replace tableware, for which it is much 
better fitted than the compounds of zinc, 
per, or silver. The aerial machine of the
